Love is the Per- |} 
fection of Angels, the Happineſs of ||} 
Heaven, the Duty and the Reward | 
of Religion. | 

LOVE is the higheſt Progreſs that 
can be made in Religion, its utmoſt 
Advances are Love ; and the Diffe- 
rence betwixt Heaven and Earth, is 
only more Love. Love will do and 
ſufter all Things : *twill make our 
Duty our Joy ; 'twill mingle Heaven 
with this Life, and make our Obe- 
dience choice; and raviſh us with 
Beauty, and inflame us with Defires 
after that which is beſt and faireſt ; 
and draw our Souls up to Heaven, 
while our Bodies are groveling here 
: on Earth, ' Love can it ſelf engrave 
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an Heaven in the Soul here on Earth, 
and enrich it with unſpeakable Joys ; 
without Love we are fead, with it 
we are immortal , and in Heaven, 
even betore Death. Love wall do 
and {utter all Things that afepleaſing 
to the infinitely Bclov ed; 'twill be 
plcas'd more with Suffcrings than 
with Happineſs and Pleaſure, when 
it believes that to be more. pleaſing 
to the Beloved; and *tis the infinite- 
ly Bcloved from whence this Love 
comes, and who beſtows this belt of 
Gitts, this Joy of Angels, this Beauty 
and Glo! y of Heaven it ſelf: From 
hence is the little Peace that is to be 
found on Earth,and thole many ſecret 
Paradiſes in the Soul of good Men; 
hence the Beauty and Order of the 
Mind; hence the Agonies of a flaming 
and impatient Hope;hence the Ardors 
of Faith, and the Evidence of Things 
not ſeen, but believed, by the Lover 
on the Word of tlic Bcloved ; hence 
Victory and Triumph in Miſery, or 
in Torments ; hence Hope againſt 
Hope ; hence we truſt in God, though 
he {hould lay us, and are aſſured 
that 


that our Redeemer lives, and ceaſes 
not- to make interceſſion for vs ; 
hence Temples, Altars, and Vows, 
and all the burning Solitary Loves of 
the Ancient Hermits ; and hence the 
holy Cities in the Deſarts, and the 
Sacred Crowds in the Wildernels ; 
hence Anthony and Paxl, and the Ma- 
charii Wonders ; hence Simeon, Moſes, 
and Hilaryon to be had in everlaſting 
Memory, and much the holy St. Je- 
rom, and the more excellent Ca/tanzxe, 
have endeavourcd it. From Love is 
all the Happineſs of both the Worlds; 
by it Death is {miling, and chearful 
as Lite, and more delirable, as lead- 
ing to the Sight of the ſo much Be- 
loved , from whom Life detained ; 
if we loved much, we would do 
and ſufter any Thing for the Be- 
loved ; and to prove our Love, we 
ſhould delight in Difficulties, and 
court Hardſhips , and provoke the 
Enemies of God our Beloved. *Tis 
Love that conquers Sin, and pur- 
lues the Heights of Vertue, and the 
Purity of Heaven, even in this Lite ;

*tis Love, aſſiſted by the dear Belo- 
ved, that reſiſts unto Death, and in 
Tortures refuſes Deliverance, that it 
may behold the Face of the Beloved, 
and ſee the Face that burat the 
Heart, and turned Love into Mar- 
tyrdom. 

By Love we viually believe and 
receive waatloever our Religion de- 
livers to us, as knowing it to be the 
Voice of the Beloved, who will not, 
who cannot deceive us ; but is our 
Light as well as our Lite; our Wa 
as well as our Friend; who will 
guide us with his Love, and dire& 
us by his Kindneſs, how to Love, 
and what to Believe. By Love we 
cut off all Infidelity and Diſtruſt, 
Obſtinacy and Pride, the Vanity of 
our own Judgment, and the oppoſing 
Humility of Faith, with the Arro- 
gance of Reaſon, and the Inſolence 
of Diſcourſe. Love makes us ſuffer 
Chearfully whatſoever s ſent for the 
T'ryal of our Love, and Rejoices at 
the Occalion. Love is reftleſs while 
it breathes on Earth, and is kept 
from its Beloved, who is all its Joy, 
and

and all its Life, and all its Hope, and 
the very Shots of the other Late ; 
its greateſt Plealure, and its main 


, Support. Love inſtructs us in every 
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Duty, and takes off the Difhculry, 
and inhances the Reward; it gives 
Strength and Fanh , Courage and 
Perieverance, and gives us a large 
and charming Profpett of Heaven, 
though at ſo great a Diſtance ; it de- 
lights in Labours, and increaſes by 
Oppoſition ; is never Tired , never 
Faints, 1s never Overcome ; fhill 
Hepes, ſtill Rejoices, and flill Per- 
ſeveres to the End. By Love we 
pray with Faith, and recave the 
Things asked for, becauſe we beheve 
we {ſhould ; and "twas Love that 
made us believe : It makes us San- 
ccre and Conſtant, Humble and Ge- 
nerous, Kind and Good ; and wah- 
out it we are Obſtinate and Sullen, 
Untractable and Concencd , , Dull 
and Confident , Preſumpeucus and 
Unprofitable, Unhappy to cur ſelves” 
as well as others, Ungenerous, Un- 
manly , without Religion, without 
Angels, without a God, ioft to all 
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the Comforts of this Life, and the 
immortal Joys of that to come ; Ba- 
ſtards inſtead of Heirs , Opprefſive 
and Uncharitable, Mean and Ambi- 
tious, Baſe yet Proud, Arrogant yet 
Ignoble. 

By Love we enter upon the Life 
of Angels, and taſte the Joys of Hea- 
ven, and burn in Charity with Che- 
rubims, and grow above this mortal 
Life, and all its little Concerns, and 
become Denizens of the new Feru- 
ſalem, the everlaſting City, and con- 
verſe with the blefſed and immortal 
Spirits ; Flaming in Love like them, 
{till Praiſing , ftill Adoring : Tri- 
umphing with the Martyrs, Re- 
joicing with the Confeſſors, Loving 
with the Angels, Panting with the 
Cherubims, Singing with the Sera- 
phims, Adoring with the Thrones, 
Ray'd with Love, Clad with Glory, 
Exalted by Muſick, Raited by Hymns 
now greater than Crowns, and all 
this World ; earneſt for the glorious 
Inheritance, and impatient for the 
fulneſs of the Joy, we have already 
lo largely talked of.

"Tis Love that fills the Mind with 
charming Notions, and the brighteſt 
Images : She is the Miftrefs of Con- 
cord, and Societies of Peace and Har- 
mony, of real Joys, and laſting Sa- 
tisfalions ; from Love are all the 
pureſt Notions of Vertue and Wor- 
ſhip, of Adoration and Obedience : 
She is the faireſt Guide, and moft 
charming Friendſhip, and the wiſeſt 
Inſtructor. By Love the World is 
ruled, and Violence ſuppreſt , and 
Government maintained, and Order 
is preſerved, and Kingdoms ſtand, 
and Commonwealths obey'd ; for 
without Love, Laws would be of 
little Strength, and Force and Ma- 
lice would turn all inco Confuſion 
and Anarchy , and fill the World 
with Murther and Rapine, V ioknce 
and Opprefliog, Fury and Slaughter. 
Love is the Way of the Perfect, 
and leads through the brighteſt Paths 
to dazhng Glory, and inexpreſhible

But Love 1s humble, and quiet as 
the Grave, and undiſturbed as the'up- 
per Region of the Air, that's never 
torn nor driven by Stormsand Tem- 
peſts ; but is Smooth and Even,as the 
Face of Heaven; it receives the In- 
jury in Peace, and revenges it with 
Kindneſs ; its Contentions are thoſe 
of rival Friendſhip, and an ambitious 
Generolity ; and as it receives every

Injury with Patience, ſo is careful to 
offer none; it has no Deſigns but to 


'-promote the Good, of its Neighbour, 


which it always ſtudies, as its own; 
tis gentle, *tis uſeful, *tis pitiful, *tis 
helpful ; rejoices not in Iniquity, but 
rejoices in the Truth ; bears with all 
Men, loves all Men, forgives all 
Men, -obliges All. 

By Love we bind the Furies of our 
Neighbour, and chain his Violence, 
and he is ſpent in Vaan, like an angry 
Wave againſt a Rock, and his Paſ- 
ſion becomes as inſignificant as the 
airy Flame that floats upon the Face 
of the Waters , and he only rages a- 
gainſt his own Wiſdom and Glory, 
and for a Time prefers that Rage of a 
Beaſt, to the Order and Beauty of a 
Man, to the Glory and Empire of 
Reaſon,and to the Peace of God that 
dwells with the peaceful Soul. 

By Love we delight in our Duty 
towards God, and towards Man. By 
Love every Thing is made eaſy, but 
nothing more ſo than our Duty, be- 
cauſe nothing is more capable ; tor in 
it is all our Interelt, and our Happt- 
nels,

violent as our Sufferings, and rending 
Tranſports, and over-powring Con- 
fohations , that require an Enlarge- 
ment of Gur Souls to endure them, 
which elſe would burſt with Tor- 
ments of Delight, and Agonies of 
Pleaſure, and furious Bliſs, 

By Love we underſtand what in 
every Circumſtance,and at all Times, 
& molt pleaſing to the Beloved of our

lency and Goodneſs,and fo vigorouſly 
exerted towards thee, the great and 
proper Object of Love,that being be-= 
gun here it may continue to all Eter- 
nity. 

It is truc, O my God, that after all 
this my Fears are great, becauſe my 
Crimes are {o,and thy Judgments ve- 
ry terrible.But it is alſo true that not- 
withſtanding all thoſe Fears, yet my 
Hope is ſtill greater, ſince thou arr 
merciful and apt to pardon; thy Mer- 
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Cy is tranſcendently Great, and thou 
doſt Pardon without meaſure ; thy 
Mercy 1s infinite, and thou doſt Par- 
don without end; thou art all Mercy, 
and Mercy it ſelf, and thou Par- 
doneſt all. | 

Full of this raviſhing and moſt ſweet 
Confidence which I have in thee, I 
hope to ſee thy Bleſſings in the Land 
of the Living, where thou art the Re- 
ſurrection and the Life ; and Adoring 
again = Power that Created me;thy 
Goodneſs that Redeemed me, thy 
Wiſdom which hath Enlightned me, 
thy Providence which hath Governed 
me, thy Mercy which hath Forgiven 
me ſo many Sins. TI Adore alſo thy 
Juſtice; and I ſubmit my ſelf intirely 
ro the Time by thee appointed for my 
Judgment, with this Confidence and 
Truit, That thy Divine Goodneſs will 
not then caſt me off, but will it ſelf 
anſwer for me to thy Juſtice, and 
that 1 ſhall eternally ſing of, and ce- 
lebrate, thy Mercies World without 
end.
